EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

a non-ionogenic wax, a wax having anionic ionogenicity, and a wax having cationic ionogenicity

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach the claimed pigment granulate comprising at least two waxes selected from 
the group consisting of non ionogenic wax, and a wax having anionic, or cationic ionogenicity.
